1. Open cases carefully . Take 
care of the lid so it will be av ail­ 
able to protect the eggs on the 
nex t trip. A strip of wood is not 
enough. 
2. Use care in remov ing fillers. 
They can be used again. 
3. Replace flats and fillers in 
empty cases. They are hard to 
obtain. A wet, dirty filler may 
damage y our nex t lot of fresh 
eggs. 
4. Make ev ery case go one more 
trip. If ev ery case could go to 
market and back just one more 
time, it would help reliev e the 
shortage. 
5. Don’t hoard o nses. Remember 
there are poultry prod’.iccri » f/ho 
hav e eggs to mo 'te with noiming 
to put them in. Let that ex tra 
case go back into circulation and 
there will be enough for ev ery ­ 
one.

Ample Feeders 
Need For Chicks 


Many poultry raisers hav e ex ­ 
perienced unev en, 
slow 
growth 
among their y oung stock, can­ 
nibalism, higher feed costs, and 
som« av oidable losses when they 
fail to prov ide enough feeders or 
water fountains, points out C. E. 
Rohde of the Univ ersity of Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture. 
Ev ery 100 chicks should be pro­ 
v ided with two feeders 4 feet long 
for the first three weeks. From 3 
to 8 or 10 weeks at least one ad­ 
ditional feeder should be provided, 
and one 3-gallon water fountain 
is necessary for each 100 chicks. 
When the pullets are placed on 
range, three hoppers that protect 
feed from rain and weather should 
be proviAevi for each 
100-125 
birds. 
o f these can be used 
for growing ma&>. and i# ine for 
grain These feeders should be 4 
or 5 feet long so that an entire 
day ’s feed supply can be placed in 
them. 
Feeders of this ty pe, and barrel- 
ty pe water fountains 
equipped 
with an inex i)ensiv e pan and float, 
will sav e hours of labor in raising 
pullets. As the summer progresses 
and the labor shortage may be 
more a'ute, this sav ing in effort 
without a sacrifice in efficiency 
can be used to good adv antage in 
other ty pes of food production.

Wheat Acreage 
Being Studied 


Indiv idual wheat acreage allot­ 
ments are now being determined 
at the county office, according to 
the Pettis County AAA Commit­ 
tee. June 1 is the deadline for 
making application for a new 19 43 
wheat allotment, B. C. Clay comb, 
chairman of the committee stated. 
AAA regulations make it possible 
for any farmer who had no wheat 
allotment in 19 42 and who feels 
he is eligible for one in 19 43 to 
file a request at the local AAA of­ 
fice.
